But it is so unspeakably silly.

But the basic reason why 
Americans are not imperialistic 
lies in certain peculiarities of 
their temperament, 

Even a casual study of history

Elizabethan imperialism, for in- 
stance, stemmed from a firmly- 
rooted notion in the minds of 
every man, woman and child in 
the Virgin Queen's domaing that 
an Englishman wag so superior 
to anybody else in the world that 
any comparison was utterly ridi- 
culous 

Does a similar notion prevail 
in the United States today? 

A friend of mine who teaches in 
a noted American university tells 
me that the prevailing sentiment 
in the United States in this 

‘year of grace is dissatisfaction 
with American social tendencies 
and distrust of the American way 
of life. 

This sentiment 1s so strong de- 
clares my friend that many 


American professors, for the 
sake of their children are an- 
xious to move to Canada where 
conditions are more stable, 

Is this the robust national 
egotism of which imperialism is 
made? 


That Swift 
Sure Touch 


Another quality of true im- 
perialism, as exemplified best in 
Victorian imperialism, is the con- 
viction of constant and utter 
rightness, 

Declaring with explosive zeal 
and little melody that Britons 
never, never under any circum- 
stances would consent to be 
slaves, your Victorian imperialist 
went out into the world and ran 
the affairs of primitive peoples 
with that swift, sure touch that 
arises only from an utter belief 
in a call from God to rule the 
world, 


Are modern Americans demon- 


strating any of that? 

Look at the American handling 
of Russian spy suspects for ex- 
ample 


The process has degenerated 
into a circus and, instead of re- 
vealing the swift, sure hand of 
the born imperialist, is more 
reminiscent of the behavior of 
an embarrassed and hysterical 
school girl 

I am not attacking or even 
criticising the United States. 

American institutions 
thoroughly sound, The American 
people are thoroughly sound 

But the imperialistic touch is 
just not there 

The wild charges of the Rus- 
sians are as ignorant as they ace 
absurd 

As a matter of fact there are 
so many things the Communists 
do not know about tne facts of 
international life that 1 am sur- 
prised some prurient egomaniae 
hasn't written a book about them,

That's a neat bit of diplomatic 
repartee by the United States 
state department in answer to 
Moscow's vitriolic charges in the 
Kosenkina case, 

Washington in effect gives the 
lie to the Russian charge that 
Mrs. Kosenkina and two other 
teachers attached to the Soviet 
consulate school in New York 
were “kidnapped” with conniy 
ance of American officials, With 
equal force the note denounces 
Red consul-general Jakob M, Lo- 
makin as persona non grata and 
asks that he be recalled 

All that se¢ms eminently satis- 
factory and we shail be com- 
pletely happy when Mrs, Kosen- 
kina recovers from the grave in 
juries she suffered when she 
leaped from a third-storey win- 
dow of the consulate where she 
says she was imprisoned 

However, it strikes me that the 
most important aspect of the ex- 
change between Washington and 
Moscow lies in the state depart- 
ment's technique in handling this 
delicate and potentially danger 
ous situation. While giving the 
Soviet a blunt, two-fisted reply. 
the state department adroitly pro- 
vides a face-saving device for 
the Kremlin if the latter desires 
to use it, 


The United States note says 
that the Russian charges, includ- 
ing some by Foreign Minister 
Molotov himself, ‘have been 
based upon misinformation,” 
Moreover, Washington holds Lo- 
makin responsible for this Infor. 
mation, He is accused of abuse of 
his position and a “gross viola- 
tion” of proper conduct of for- 
eign officials, 

It’s easy to see that this would 
give Moscow a neat face-saving 
“out” if Molotov should choose 
to take it. The blame rests on 
Lomakin, who has only himself to 
thank in view of the crude and 
muddled methods he employed in 
handling the. case, 

In any event, the employment 
of this technique by the state 
department gives to wonder 
whether a new tactic is being de- 
veloped in dealing with Moscow, 
This column recently called at- 
tention to the fact that “face- 
saving” is a highly important 
item with the Russians. They are 
a proud people and find it dif- 
ficult to depart from a strongly- 


held position without a logical 
excuse, Hitler's regime discover- 
ed this characteristic in negotia- 


tions with Moscow before the war 
and traded on it with great 
success,

The sodium is also an anti- 
acid, If the body becomes too 
acid from wrong diet and (or) 
nervous strain, worry, fear, ete., 
the sodium is drawn out of the 
joints to overcome the over- 
balance of acid elsewhere. Hard- 
ening of the arteries has the 
same cause, 

Arthritis can be cured by a 
natura] diet containing all 12 of 
the minerals, which can be begun 
by the application of the 12 min- 
erals in powder form and made 
permanent by proper food. So- 
dium comes richly in the skins 
of tomatoes and cucumbers, 
probably in the sking of other 
vegetables also, 

Citrus fruits contain the *anti- 
acid mineral magnesium, but it 
is in the white part of the skin; 
they should be eaten not drunk, 
as the juice in acid, Lime and 
soya beans and peanuts are anti- 
acid, Whole wheat is Jess acid 
than white flour and so on 

The only possible, permanent 
cure for arthritis is a permanent 
obedience to nature's laws.

More Security On 
Farms, They Think 


I have been adding up some 
scattered impressions from two 
weeks spent in close company 
with farmers and their families 
and while I know as ittle about 


the ways of the country as “ver 
(without a program I can’t tell 
the difference between a field of 
oats and a field of hay) I think I 
learned a few things about the 
people who live on the land. 

What impressed me most was 
the relative feeling of security 
between the city man and the 
rural man. I had thought that the 
farmer, so dependent on God 
(for his weather and the market 
for his prices) might look on tho 
future with more uncertainty 
than Big Town Charlie, with his 
regular wage, 

Seems to me now it works the 
other way. I compared my new 
farmer friends with my old city 
friends and found that the farm- 
er was by far the happler and 
more confident citizen, 

There appears to be two rea- 
sons for this. The first is that 
most farm families are not as 
much at the mercy of rising 
prices as we in the city. Many of 
the families I met exist almost en- 


tirely on what they grow and 
produce themselves, 1 met one 
family, for example, who live 


comfortably from their vegetable 
garden, cows and chickens. They 
slaughter a cow or pig and keep 
it in a cold storage locker in a 
nearby town, A cow will keep 
them in meat for a winter. They 
have no need for new clothes. 
Their monthly household budget 
never goes over $25, 

Don’t get me wrong. Rising 
prices hurt the farmer, too, but 
he is in a far better position to 
roll with the punch than the city 
man who takes it right smack on 


the kisser with food, clothing 
and everything else 

The second reason for the 
farmer's more relaxed outlook 


on the future, I think, is that he 
is magnificently bored by the 
international or national issues 
of the day. To put it bluntly, he 
is a badly-read person and ex- 
tremely isolationist. And I am 
not at all sure if he isn’t a better 
man for it. ’ 


They Are 
The Toilers 


Several of the younger men 
I met, veterans just getting on 
their feet, get up in the morning 
at 4:30 and climb exhausted into 
bed at 10 o'clock at night or later 
and they do this seven days a 
week. By any standards the 
farmer's job makes the city 
man's job seem a_ cream-puff 
affair. 

There are no paunches on 
farmers and yet from a distance 
most of these heavy workers 
appear to be older than they are. 
This toil seems to produce an 
economy of movement in the 
body that may or may not be 
plain weariness, It seems to me 
generally true that a farmer 
looks younger and healthier and 
more “alive” in the face than the 
city man of corresponding age, 
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but his body seems much more 
tired, 

This toil is shared by the wives 
of the men, I'll never hear an- 
other city housewife complain of 
the drudgery of her dishes and 
making meals without a nasty 
little snort. At farm house after 
farm house I saw washings that 
would keep a Chinese laundry in 
business, fat and fragrant loaves 
of bread from the oven, a table- 
full of pies, cheerful women who 
seem to be able to look after a 
house-full of kids, their share of 
the milking and the chores, yet 
without any apparent idea that 
they are doing anything unusual. 

These women seem to accept 
their role as placidly as the men 
and while I had nothing but ad- 
miration for them I couldn't help 
but feel they were missing a 
great deal in not making some 
effort to broaden their interests, 

1 believe that they (and their 
men) get more happiness and 
have more of a sense uf accom. 
plishment than city people, but 
they live by choice without any 
intellectual stimulants, so easily 
available, and I felt (perhaps 
wrongly) that the women sensed 
that something was missing in 
their lives, 


Views of 
The Young 


The children of the farmers 
seemed to me the most Inter 
esting and problematical aspect 
of the family life I shared, 

Almost without exception the 
younger people seem determined 
to turn their back on country 
life and get to the citles as soon 
as they can trust their wings, 
One night I talked with a group 
of boys and girls from 16 years 
of age to 21, They all asked 
questions about opportunities in 
the city. 


“I don't see me living like 
my maw and dad,” one boy of 
about 17 said, “They live just 


about the same now as they did 
when they started farming, ,My 
dad works harder than he ever 
did and never seems to get any- 
where, It's okay for him, He 
likes it. But 1 want to where 
things are interesting and meet 
different kinds of people. Why,” 
he added, “I'd like to go around 
the world.” 


When I mentioned this to 
some of the older folks they 
lauged. It was nothing new, 


they said. They'd been the same 
way when they were young. It 
always took a fling in the city 
to make up your Mind that 
there’s no place like a farm. 

It may be true, but I doubt It. 
These youngsters seemed to me 
so much more worldy-minded 
than their parents, so much 
more intent on getting the kind 
of things they see in the movies 
and magazines, so much less 
willing to work around the clock 
in a world that worships leisure 
and fun, that I felt many of 
them would leave and never ye- 
turn . except, pehaps, in @ 
fancy convertible to visit the 
old folks for a week-end,
